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t4|UCH interest has been 

| evidenced in the vari- 
ous issues of postage 
stamps from the Is- 
land of Guam. Much 
has been printed about 
these various issues of 
stamps and it will doubtless be of 
interest to have in a single paper 
as thorough and complete history 
of the issue and use of these stamps 
as is available. 

Through the kindness of Mr. A. 
E. Gorham of Washington, D. C., 
newly elected president of the So- 
ciety of Philatelic Americans, the 
writer has been supplied with a 
number of copies of official papers 
and certain letters which give many 
authentic facts and it is my hope 
to arrange these in proper order 
and present them to the readers 
of this publication. 

Quoting from a letter to Mr. 
Gorham from a friend at the U. S. 
Naval Station at Guam, we learn 
that “up until April 8, 1930, the 
outlying towns of the island had 
to come to Agana to send and re- 
ceive mail, and there was no means 
for the different towns to inter- 
communicate with each other.” 

“The then Governor, Commander 
W. W. Bradley, Jr., U. S. Navy, 
conceived the idea of establishing 
an inter-island postal system.” 

“His idea was to obtain current 
U. S. postal issues and overprint 
them ‘Guam Postal Service’, he 
asked the postoffice department to 
let him have U. S. stamps at the 
cost of printing, but naturally that 
department refused. The Navy De- 
partment got wind of the proposed 
ry and promptly disapproved 
of i 

“The entire island of Guam be- 
ing a Naval Station, the Governor 
being also Commandant of the Na- 
val Station, he the Commandant 
could not be stopped from estab-

lishing a Guard Mail System for 
the Naval Station, so accordingly 
this was done.” 

“All the cancellation dies were 
made up for ‘Guam Postal Service’, 
this will explain why the cancel- 
lation on the ‘Guam Guard Mail’ 
stamps bear only ‘Guam ---- Serv- 
ice’.” 

Following is a copy of the first 
official order authorizing the es- 
tablishment of a postal service in 
Guam.

Guard mail service within the territorial 
limits of the Naval Sation, Guam, is here- 
by established under the title of GUAM 
GUARD MAIL. 

The first route, to be opened on 8 April, 
1930, will be between Agana and Agat, 
and will include the following towns: 
Agana, Asan, Piti, Sumay, and Agat. 

Stamps used for Guam Guard Mail will 
not be valid outside of the Naval Station, 
Guam. 

The Guam Guard Mail will be under the 
direction of a Superintendent appointed by 
the Commandant.

First Issue 


April 8, 1930: 2000 2 centavo and 
3000 4 centavo Philippine Island 
postage stamps surcharged “Guam 
Guard Mail” were placed in use. 


Second Issue 


July 10, 1930: Due to a shortage 
of the supply of Philippine stamps 
which were being used by sur- 
charging, it was necessary to pro- 
vide a supply provisionally. 


“Entered as second-class matter March 18, 1929, at the post office at Columbus, Ohio, under the Act of March 8, 1879.” 


Guam Guard Mail 


4000 2 cent and 1000 1 cent 
stamps were prepared by the Pub- 
lic Works Department of the Navy 
on its press on the Island. 

The design shows the new Seal 
of Guam with the words “GUAM 

UARD MAIL” in a line of con- 
densed capital letters across the 
top, words and figures of value at 
the bottom. 


Third Issue 


August 10, 1930: A new and 
larger supply of Philippine stamps 
had been obtained. 20,000 2 cen- 
tavo and 80,000 4 centavo. These 
were surcharged in the same man- 
ner as the first issue but in a larg- 
er type. This was necessary on ac- 
count of lack of sufficient type of 
the kind as used on the first issue. 
It was desired to print a larger 
number of surcharges at one im- 
pression than had been done in the 
first printing. 


Fourth Issue 


December 29, 1930: Due to the 
unprecedented popularity of the 
Guam Guard Mail Service, com- 
bined with the fact that mail serv- 
ice had been extended to include 
Inarajan and Merizo on 29 August, 
1930, it was necessary to promul- 
gate a fourth issue and add there- 
to the 6, 8, and 10 centavo values. 
These stamps were surcharged with 
the same type as that used in the 
third issue but an indelible ink was 
used in order to make duplication 
more difficult. In all, 50,000 each 
of the 2 and 4 centavo, and 25,000 
each of the 6, 8 and 10 centavo de- 
nominations were surcharged in 
this fashion. 


Under date of August 21, 1930, 
another order was issued which ex- 
tended the service.

Mail will be discontinued, since at that 
time it will have been replaced, in whole 
er in part, by service of the U. S. Post 
Office Department. 

2. All unused stamped paper will be 
turned over to the Naval Government of 
Guam, without charge, for sale, the pro- 
ceeds from such sale to be used for the 


amortization of indebtedness on land and 
buildings used as public recreation places. 
All equipment other than cancellation 
stamps, will be turned over to the Gov- 
ernment of Guam for such use as it may 
see fit. All cancellation stamps will be 
destroyed, in the presence of the Superin- 
tendent of the Guam Guard Mail, in order 
that their use in the future may be ren- 
dered impossible.

The success of the internal mail 
service must necessarily depend 
upon its continued use by the resi- 
dents, and pending the further de- 
velopment of communication among 
the permanant residents, the lib- 
eral use of this route by Naval 
personnel will assist greatly in fur- 
ther developing the Island.” 

“It is hoped that the Federal 
service may be extended to Merizo 
and Inarajan by May 1, or before.” 

While Mr. Gorham does not show 
an official order for the above it is 
believed that it is copied from such 
an order. It speaks only of the 
discontinuance of the Guam Guard 
Mail service between the original 
five towns in which it was first es- 
tablished and leads one to believe 
that while the U. S. Postoffice De- 
partment served those towns from 
January 1, 1931, that the Guam 
Guard Mail service from Piti to 
Merizo and Inarajan was continued 
until April 8, 1931, after which date 
the entire service in the island wart 
taken over by the U. S. Postoffice 
Department as shown in the Naval 
Station Order No. 286, quoted 
above, altho it is not apparent that 
when service by Guam Guard Mail 
was discontinued to Merizo and In- 
arajan, that service to these points 
was supplied by the U. S. Postoffice 
Department. 


Cancellation Stamps 


Guam Guard Mail cancellation 
stamps for Agana, Asan, Piti, Su- 
may and Agat were all of a stand- 
ard style. A double lined circle 
with the outer line the heavier, in 
the center of this large double lined 
circle is a smaller circle within

When Merizo and Inarajan were 
given service, a new type of can- 
cellation stamp was supplied, word- 
ing and arrangement as below.

; At the conclusion of the service 
rendered by the Guam Guard Mail 
there remained on hand in the 
hands of the Superintendent some 
of the third issue 4-centavo stamps, 
and some of each denomination of 
the fourth. Due to an error in set- 
up, two errors in surcharging in 
each sheet were made when the 2- 
centavo values of the fourth issue 
were surcharged. None of these 
errors did postal duty but were re- 
tained by the postmaster. The two 
errors in each sheet were; first, 
the third stamp from the left in 
the fourth line from the bottom, 
and the other the fourth stamp 
from the left in the second line 
from the bottom. The first consist- 
‘ed of an error in the word “Guard” 
being spelled ““Graud” and the sec- 
ond an error in the word “Mail” 
being spelled “Mial”’. There were 
996 of these errors in all, two whole 
‘sheets having been spoiled in sur- 
_ charging. 

Prior to the closing of the Guam 
Guard Mail a number of envelopes 
were stamped and mailed through 
the central office in Agana and re- 
jtained by the Superintendent as of 
possible interest to collectors. - All 
of the stamped paper, cancelled en- 
velopes, and errors remaining on 
hand at the close of the service 
year were taken over by the Naval 
Government of Guam for possible 
sale to interested persons, the pro- 
ceeds to be applied for the public 
benefit. Any of the stamps listed 
above as remaining on hand at the 
conclusion of the service are to be 
obtained while they last from the 
' Naval Government of Guam at the 
below listed prices:

INCREASE IN FOREIGN 
POSTAL RATES 


Announcement was made at the 
Postoffice Department September 
23, that beginning November 1, 
1931, the rates of postage on let- 
ters and post cards to Bahamas, 
Barbados, Bermuda, British Gui- 
ana, British Honduras, Jamaica 
(including Cayman and Turks and 
Caicos), Leeward Islands (Anguil- 
la, Antigua, Barbuda, Dominica, 
Montserrat, Nevis, Redonda, St. 
Christopher or St. Kitts, and Brit- 
ish Virgin Islands), Netherlands 
(Dutch) West Indies (Aruba, 
Bonaire, Curacao, Saba, St. Eus- 
tatius and the Dutch part of St. 
Martins), New Zealand (including 
Cook Islands, British Samoa and 
Danger (Pukapuka), Manihiki, 
Palmerston (Avarua), Penrhyn 
(Tongareva), Rakaanga, Savage 
(Niue), and Suwarraw Islands), 
Trinidad (including Tobago) and 
Windward Islands (Grenada, The 
Grenadines, St. Lucia and St. Vin- 
cent), will be: 

Letters for the first ounce or 
fraction, 5 cents instead of 2 cents, 
the present rate; letters, for each 
additional ounce or fraction, 3 cents 
instead of 2 cents; post cards 
(single) 3 cents instead of 2 cents; 
post cards (double) 6 cents instead 
of 4 cents. 

With respect to the payment of 
postage on correspondence ad- 
dressed to foreign countries, atten- 
tion is invited to the importance of 
prepaying postage in full, since 
articles on which the postage has 
not been prepaid, or has not been 
fully prepaid, represent money 
which should be realized by the 
post office of mailing in this coun- 
try, and when dispatched are sub- 
ject to special treatment which 
necessarily involves more or less 
delay, in some cases sufficient to 
miss an intended steamship dis- 
patch. Furthermore, as the defi- 
ciency in postage (doubled to most 
countries, including all of the 
above) is collected on delivery, un- 
paid or shortpaid articles may be 
refused by addressees.
